Debenture Road Repairs 

■V Newmarket's sidewalks ami roads are a disgrace. 
Each year they become worse. The roads and bridges 
committee simply hasn't the funds to keep up with the 
growing . d0teriora^oflJ-\;Re^'\Aiihi]r D. Evans has 
proposed that the money for repairs and improvements 
be debenturedi It is a sound proposal. Those who sug- 
gest alternatives must admit that .regardless of their 
apparent advantages, they have been, offered before 
but the roads and sidewalks haye never benefitted. 

To improve the existing roads alone, including 
.'Main St., Avould cost an estimated §100,000. Of that 
sum, $45,000 is required for Main St. alone where: it is 
recommended that the roadbed be dug up and replaced 
with q concrete roadbed, overlaid Avith asphalt. Such a 
t a s k would also include the drainage pf blow-holes, 
eta, partial cause of the annual upheaval of the roadbed 
each spring. ' '■';■ •■: . 

; Iieeve Evans' debenture proposal was inade some 
Aveeks; ago. v Since then it has been informal ly debated 
on several occasions*. However, there has been nothing 
done. In the meantime the roads and sidewalks cbn- 
tihue to wear, each day adding fo the eventual cost that 
must be paid. Newmarket believes itself a progressive 
centre. One look at the roads and sidewalks would dis-. 
courage forever that conviction in a stranger. V Every- 
one complains about them, but nothing is done. Reeve 
Evans has made a constructive suggestion; let a decis- 
ion be made on it. 
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An End Of Patience 

Human patience has limit, particularly where the 
pocketbook is concerned. Two reports this week very 
clearly indicate this. OjIo deals with beef, the other 
with vegetables* Packing houses are reported to be re- 
ducing prices to pre-cmbargo levels. The accumulative 
buyer resistance which has met hew meat prices leaves 
them with no alter native. At the same time, the Am- 
erican buyers who rushed to Canada when the embargo 
was lifted have retfurned home with their money in 
their pocket while cattle intended for the United States 
continue to eat their heads off at the stockyards. Too 
much was asked for them, v : 

On the Holland Marsh, growers are plowing under 
lettuce. Even though it sells at ten cents in Toronto 
stores, the grower is receiving less than two cents a 
head. They just don't like a §271 loss per acre on pro- 
vailing prices. They are also organizing for mora or- 
derly marketing, a procedure which will. not be without 
effect on current marketing practices, intended as it is 
to increa.se the return to the grower without increasing 
the cost to the consumer. ■'■- - 

The -public, housewives or market 'gardeners, can 
be imposed upon only so far, and then they act. Any 
public group, if organized and capable or concerted 
action, has a bargaining position, The pity of it is that 
they wait until the last moment before acting, when a 
little foresight might have spared them later difficul- 
ties.

fn arithmetic, Edith: Is even 
further behind. All she needs is 
some individual attention to 
concentrate on the simple first 
rudiments that she has missed 
thus far. Edith fits into the pro- 
gram of the opportunity class. 
Her teacher finds her an un- 
usually interesting companion, 
adult in views regarding things 
in general. Her stories simply 
fascinate the other children in 
the class. They appreciate her 
much more than the average 
child and accept her as another 
teacher. 

Previous to entrance into an 
opportunity class, Edith's school 
life had been a total failure. She 
had tried to make friends with 
the other children every time 
she changed school; but they 
didn't understand adult charac- 
teristics in a child. Soon she 
wast branded as a 4 smarty.' 
Edith's formal education had 
really suffered because, of her 
unhappy isolated position in the 
regular class room.

Newmarket— A nursery school 

that has received not only the 

approval but a great deal of 

praise from local educational 

authorities as well as from 

Toronto paediatricians will no 
longer he available for the pre- 
school age children of Newmar- 
ket. Carried on by Mrs. Gordon 
Crutcher, the nursery school has 
achieved a place of real impor- 
tance in the progressive educa- 
tion of many Newmarket young- 
sters. It is with much regret that 
parents learn of the coming de- 
parture of Mr. and Mrs. Crutch- 
er and family to ThornhUl where 
Mrs. Crutcher hopes to carry on 
a similar school. 

A modified kindergarten pro- 
gram, changed to suit the 
younger children, has been 
adopted by Mrs. Crutcher who 
also took th£ advanced, older 
children in the beginning of 
their primary work. Passing the 
inspection of the provincial ex- 
aminer of nursery schools, sent 
out by the department of public 
welfare, this nursery school has 
maintained a well balanced pro- 
gram. 



The following is an example of 
a typical day at the school; 9 - 
9,30 a.m., open with morning 
circle, flag raising, prayer and 
morning talk: 9.30 to 9.45 a.m., 
songs. These songs are always 
correlated with the earljer talk 
so that if a story identifying 
birds was used that day, new 
bird songs would be taught; 9.45 
- 10.10 a.m., first occupational 
period, children play with 
blocks, sewing cards, pasting or 
paper cut-outs, etc.; 

10.10 - 10.15 -a-m., march to 
radio; 10.15 - 10.30 a.m., Kinder- 
garten of the Air; 10.30 - 10.50 
a.m., chocolate milk, toilet ses- 
sion; 10.50 - 11-20 a.m., second 
occupational period with the 
daily story usually being told at 
this time; 11.20 - 11.35 a.m., 
games; 11.35 - 11.45 a.m., wraps, 
home.
